
Travellers are set to be 
evicted from third site 


A GROUP of travellers which has al¬ 
ready been moved on from two dif¬ 
ferent sites in Northampton, is set to 
be evicted from their latest tempo¬ 
rary home in the town. 

Last month caravans were set up on pri¬ 
vate land outside the vacant former Focus 
DIY store, next to Northampton Academy 
and Lings Forum Leisure Centre, in Weston 
Favell. 

The travellers subsequently moved from 
this site after being told by bailiffs to leave. 

The group then set up an illegal camp on a 
patch of disused land, owned by Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council, near to Weston 
Favell Primary School. 

But the travellers were moved on again 
after the local authority obtained an evic¬ 
tion order from Northampton Magistrates’ 
Court. 

The latest home for the group of caravans 
has been a car park near Ecton Brook Pri¬ 
mary School. 

Northampton Borough Councillor David 
Mackintosh {Con, Ecton Brook ) said the coun¬ 
ty council was again applying for an eviction 
order, with the case due to be heard at North¬ 
ampton Magistrates’ Court on Friday. 

He said: “I would like the situation to be 
dealt with a lot quicker. 

“The camp is causing problems with the 
traffic as it is used as an overflow car park 
and helps to alleviate potential parking prob¬ 
lems when parents come to pick their chil¬ 
dren up from school. 

“The camp is also quite near to a sheltered 
housing complex and there has been concern 
expressed by some residents.” 

The Countywide Traveller Unit (CTU) has 
been in contact with the group during their 
stay in Northampton.

LOUD sirens sounded across potential danger 
zones in Northampton on Tuesday, leaving 
some residents fearing the town was under 
attack to the tune of air raid signals. 

But it was just the annual test of the town's 
flood defence warnings, which have not been 
used in an emergency situation since they were 


installed in 1999 and 2000 by the Environment 
Agency. 

The five alarms are fitted at the top of 40ft 
pylons in five locations across Far Cotton and 
St James, areas which suffered devastating 
damage in the 1998 Easter floods, which killed 
two people. 


Plans for more 
housing revealed 

NEW plans to build up to 1,000 
houses, a primary school, shops 
and office units on the edge of 
Northampton have been revealed. 
The Government’s Homes and 
Communities Agency (HCA) has 
submitted plans for the develop¬ 
ment to the West Northampton¬ 
shire Development Corporation 
(WNDC). 

The scheme would mean a 100- 
acre section of open countryside 
next to the new village of Upton 
would be built on. 

'Volunteer or

PROPOSALS to use more vol¬ 
unteers to help run Northamp¬ 
tonshire’s libraries have been 
approved by councillors, but 
with the warning that if those 
volunteers do not come forward, 
libraries could close.

£110m still 
to be saved 
In budget 


OFFICIALS at Northampton¬ 
shire County Council have 
warned the cash-strapped 
authority will have to make 
savings of up to £110 million 
over the next four years. 

The council’s budget last year 
saw savings of £69 million made 
through controversial cuts such 
as turning off half the county’s 
street lights, scrapping lollipop la¬ 
dies and removing funding given 
to the body which ran the county’s 
speed cameras. 

But the leader of the authority, 
Councillor Jim Harker (Con, Ket¬ 
tering Rural ) warned more sav¬ 
ings now had to be made. 

He said: “I think people realise 
that we’re not out of the woods on 
this one yet. We’re still in a very 
challenging situation and we’re 
going to be for a few years yet.” 

The council will not reveal its 
full savings plans for next year un¬ 
til December, but it has suggested 


that out of the £110 million which 
will have to be found over the next 
four years, savings of £31 million 
will have to be made next year. 

Officials at County Hall are cur¬ 
rently investigating where the sav¬ 
ings could be made and have in¬ 
sisted ‘no area is being ruled out’. 

Councillor Harker said: “It’s 
an unpleasant task. It’s not what 
I went into local government for, 
but we’ve not got an alternative, 
there isn’t any money so we’ve got 
to find a way forward.” 

One area the council leader said 
could be investigated was work¬ 
ing with neighbouring councils to 
‘share services’ and he made spe¬ 
cific reference to the possibility of 
sharing the winter gritting serv¬ 
ice with Leicestershire County 
Council. 

But members of the opposition 
Liberal Democrat group at County 
Hall have warned the tough finan¬ 
cial situation will lead to ‘job loss¬ 
es, privatisation and cuts’.

Match switch 
'was backed by 
Saints' board' 


SAINTS' rugby chairman Leon Bar- 
well said he sympathised with fans 
who were disappointed at the club 
moving a Heineken Cup clash to Mil- 
ton Keynes, but stressed the decision 
had been unanimously backed by the 
club's board. 

Many supporters were angry that the Eu¬ 
ropean cup clash against Munster in January 
has been moved from Franklin’s Gardens to 
the larger stadiummk. 

But Mr Barwell said: “Some of the support¬ 
ers have expressed a number of concerns re¬ 
garding the move and what it means for the 
future of Northampton Saints. Both myself 
and the rest of the club’s board of directors 
fully acknowledge these concerns and indeed 
sympathise with many of them. 

“It was certainly not an easy decision and 
one that was not taken lightly due to its con¬ 
troversial nature. But after a lengthy discus¬ 
sion of all the arguments for and against, and 
after full consultation with Jim Mallinder and 
the playing department, the board of directors 
voted unanimously in favour of the switch to 
stadiummk for this game. 

“We believe it can be a springboard for a 
better and brighter future for Northampton 
Saints here at Franklin’s Gardens. 

“Just three weeks ago we committed our¬ 
selves to spending £5 million on a new North 
Stand that will give us the capability of at¬ 
tracting 2,000 more people into Northampton 
to watch rugby week in, week out, year in, 
year out. 


“We have to fill those 2,000 extra seats in 18 
months. And this means we have to promote 
the team to as wide a number of people as 
possible, who in turn will then become more 
likely to come to games here at Franklin’s 
Gardens in the future.” 

Saints season ticket holders will benefit 
from discounted coach travel to Milton Key¬ 
nes for the club’s Heineken Cup clash against 
Irish team Munster. 

The club’s management has announced it 
will offer fans a 50 per cent subsidy on travel 
for the January match, in the wake of the con¬ 
troversy over the game’s move from Frank¬ 
lin’s Gardens to stadiummk. 

The move means coach tickets will be £4 per 
person for season ticket holders. 

Allan Robson, Saints chief executive, said: 
“Some people have no cost in getting to the 
ground on match days, and with money tight 
for all of us we are trying to make it a little bit 
easier on people’s wallets for January’s game. 

“Although the original ticket price was on a 
cost basis we have decided it is not unreason¬ 
able to heavily subsidise coach travel for our 
season ticket holders.” 

He added: “Some people continue to claim 
this game is the thin end of the wedge and 
the club will increasingly be taking matches 
away from Northampton. Nothing is further 
from the truth. January’s game represents 
an exceptional case for an exceptional game, 
and reflects the scale of the Saints’ matches 
against Munster.

A WORKING men's club in 
Northampton which has 
been running for more than 
100 years will be forced to 
close unless immediate fi¬ 
nancial help is found. 

The executive committee of Far 
Cotton Working Men’s Club in 
Main Road, Far Cotton, has called 
an extraordinary general meeting 
on October 25 to decide the fate of 
the premises. 

Kath Dawes, chairman of the 
CIU affiliated club, which formed 
in September 1907, described the 
news of the impending closure as 
“heartbreaking” and said the club 
would only be saved if a member 
of the community provided finan¬ 
cial backing. 

She said the smoking ban, the 
recession and a 10-day closure im¬ 
posed by Northampton Borough 


Council’s licensing authority ear¬ 
lier this year following a problem 
with a temporary event notice, 
had all contributed to the club’s 
demise. 

She added: “It will be devastat¬ 
ing for members of the club and 
the community if it has to close. 
The club is a real central base for 
people and community groups use 
it to host sessions like line danc¬ 
ing and we have bingo nights eve¬ 
ry week. The Far Cotton Amateur 
Boxing Club frequently use the 
venue, we have a function room 
for birthday parties and anniver¬ 
saries and we host a lot of charity 
events. 

“The club would really be missed 
by the people of Far Cotton. They 
would have nowhere else to go.”

the expansion could go ahead 
so the firm could hold further 
talks with residents to ad¬ 
dress concerns about traffic 
levels on the exit road from 
the store on Clannell Road. 

Residents had asked for 
the road into the store to be 
moved further along Clan¬ 
nell Road to prevent traffic 
building up close to people’s 
homes. 

But in a letter to Councillor 
Jonathan Nunn (Con, Nene 
Valley ) the firm employed 
by Tesco to oversee the ex¬ 
pansion, Martin Robeson 
Planning Practice, said the 
change was not the best way 
forward. 

The letter said: “Moving or 
changing the type of junction 
would not deliver the package 
of benefits offered by the pro¬ 
posed junction arrangement 
and would bring additional 
issues to the area.” 

The firm said moving the 
entrance would encourage 
rat-running from Mereway, 
deter people who use the 
Danes Camp Leisure Centre 
from parking at Tesco and 
reduce the number of spaces 
in the car park by between 30 
and 40. 


The firm also said install¬ 
ing a roundabout at the junc¬ 
tion would “remove an unac¬ 
ceptable number of parking 
spaces”. 

Reacting to the letter, Coun¬ 
cillor Nunn said: “We were 
rather disappointed. It would 
seem this issue of access is 
the only big thing that’s hold¬ 
ing up progress. 

“We’d like to see a bit more 
co-operation from Tesco. 
They’ve been very co-opera¬ 
tive on other points, it’s just 
this there’s disagreement 
on.” 

The expansion would see 
the store’s size increase by 38 
per cent. It would also create 
50 new jobs. 

Instead of the road chang¬ 
es suggested by residents, 
Tesco has suggested install¬ 
ing ‘vehicle activated traffic 
lights’ and a ‘no waiting’ box 
in Clannell Road and double 
yellow lines in nearby Sand¬ 
hurst Close. 

Tesco’s corporate affairs 
manager, Louise Gosling, 
said: “We believe the changes 
to our plans will ensure the 
Mereway Centre remains a 
popular, accessible and safe 
destination.”

A PRIZE-WINNING rare 
breed lamb which was at¬ 
tacked at the weekend 
could have been killed for 
its meat value, its devas¬ 
tated owner fears. 

Specialist sheep breeder Karen 
Hawkey, aged 42, and her partner 
Robert Bird, were making a daily 
visit to seven month-old Hebride¬ 
an ram, Groaten Andy, at its pen 
in Bugbrooke Road, Kislingbury, 
when they discovered the animal 
on a nearby bank, barely alive. 

Despite being rushed to a 
nearby vet, the lamb, which was 
named Best Lamb Ram at its first 
national show last month, later 
died from its injuries, which the 
vet believed were caused by pos¬ 
sibly being hit on the head and 
strangled. 

Karen, from Bugbrooke, who 
hand-reared Andy from birth, 
said it was one of the rarest sheep 
in the country and is appealing 
for any information about its 
death, which happened on Satur¬ 
day at around 4pm-5pm. 

She said: “It was quite devas¬ 
tating. I was visiting the sheep 
as I do every day and as I came 
to the pen I knew something was 
wrong. 

“It really was a very nasty at¬ 
tack. My vet believes he was hit 
over the head and strangled. 


“It seems like a person must 
have done this, but I can’t under¬ 
stand why. 

“It wouldn’t have been a breed¬ 
er; anyone who breeds or shows 
rare sheep would never do any¬ 
thing like this. 

“We think it is more likely that 
somebody wanted him for his 
meat. I have heard of occasional 
attacks of that nature before be¬ 
cause the breed is so rare. 

“I just want to get to the bot¬ 
tom of what happened because it 
seems so suspicious to me.” 


Karen added: “It’s taken six 
years to breed a sheep to that 
standard. It’s not the value that’s 
important but the loss of such a 
rare sheep. He was so friendly, he 
was like a dog, but unfortunately 
I think that might have been his 
downfall.” 

A police spokeswoman said of¬ 
ficers are looking at the possibil¬ 
ity the incident is suspicious and 
added there have been no other 
similar incidents.

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'Jungle' 
garden

A WOMAN'S 'jungle' 
garden is finally being 
cleared of buried fire¬ 
places, glass, and metal 
after months of confu¬ 
sion with the borough 
council. 

Anita Curtis, aged 29, from 
Gloucester Crescent, in Del- 
apre, was told by Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council that 
the overgrown garden would 
be cleared, a bonfire mound 
taken away, and a ditch cor¬ 
rected when she took over 
the tenancy in March. 

But after months of let¬

aerosol cans, animal bones, 
furniture, cutlery and even 
fireplaces buried in the gar¬ 
den. It’s been neglected for a 
long time. 

“I’ve repeatedly contacted 
the council and I kept being 
sent dates for when the work 
would be carried out, but it 
never happened. 

“When you take on a gar¬ 
den you expect it to be in a 
manageable state, but it re¬ 
ally needs a complete over¬ 
haul. 

“Me and my ex-partner 
tried to meet the council half 
way and clear part of it our¬ 
selves, but that didn’t work. 

“Now I hope something 
will finally be done and my 
children can enjoy their gar¬ 
den.” 

A Northampton Borough 
Council spokeswoman said: 
“We have apologised to Miss 
Curtis for any inconvenience 
that may have been caused in 
relation to the rubbish in her 
garden. 

“We are going to clear the 
rubbish and have spoken to 
Miss Curtis to resolve the is¬ 
sue.”

Tributes are paid to 'funny 
and kind' puppeteer Carl

TRIBUTES have flood¬ 
ed in for a well-known 
entertainer who be¬ 
came famous for bring¬ 
ing puppets to life on 
stage. 

Master puppeteer Carl Clif¬ 
ford, from Harpole, died aged 
92, in Danetre Hopsital, Dav- 
entry, on October 2. 

The ex-Northampton Rep¬ 
ertory Theatre performer and 
his partner in puppetry, John 
Clifford, earned a name for 
themselves playing shows in 
Northampton, including an¬ 
nual performances at North¬ 
ampton’s Masque Theatre 
during the ‘50s and ‘60s. 

Chairman of the theatre, 
Rob Kendall, said: “Carl’s 
contribution to The Masque 
Theatre was invaluable. 

“His passion for working 
with puppets and displaying 
them to club members and 
members of the public was al¬ 
ways full of excitement.” 

Mr Clifford, who made sev¬ 
eral TV appearances through¬ 
out his career, was the creator 
of the popular puppet cabaret 
act, The Minipops, which he 
performed on cruise liners 
around the world. 

A friend of Mr Clifford, 
Chris Covington, said: “He 


lived a full and long life 
and provided an enormous 
amount of entertainment for 
millions of people world wide. 
He was extremely talented.” 

Mr Clifford made at least 
600 puppets during his life¬ 
time, the first one being Wid¬ 
ow Twankie, and although 
many were lost or damaged 
over the years, a large collec¬ 
tion is still held at Abington 
Park Museum. 

Victoria Davies, acting ex¬ 
hibitions officer at the North¬ 
ampton Museum and Art Gal¬ 
lery, said: “His collection of 
puppets and scenery brought 
joy to thousands of visitors to 
Abington Park Museum over 
the years, where the puppets 
could be seen on display. He 
was also a frequent visitor to 
the museum and he will be 
missed.” 

Another friend of Mr Clif¬ 
ford, Chron columnist David 
Saint, added: “He was viva¬ 
cious and full of life. 

“He was funny and so kind. 
He was always concerned 
about people. 

“He was a generous man 
and loving person.” 

Mr Clifford’s funeral will 
take place at The Counties 
Crematorium in Milton Mal- 
sor today at 3.30pm.

Schools 
to have 
health 
workers 


ALL schools in North¬ 
ampton will be encour¬ 
aged to employ a men¬ 
tal health expert as part 
of a new scheme being 
launched by the county 
council. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council marked World Men¬ 
tal Health Day yesterday by 
launching two new projects 
to promote mental and emo¬ 
tional well-being in schools 
and reduce mental health 
stigma among young people. 

The council will start the 
Mental Health Champion 
initiative by encouraging 
schools to have a designated 
employee who leads on men¬ 
tal health issues. 

Councillor Andrew Grant, 
cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren, learning and skills, 
said: “The aim of the Mental 
Health Champions initiative 
is to improve mental health 
outcomes for children and 
young people by way of inter¬ 
ventions delivered through 
schools. 

“This is part of our wider 
move to target support ear¬ 
lier to those children and 
families identified as being 
at risk of poorer outcomes. 
We hope the initiative will 
empower schools to promote 
good mental health as well 


as help them to identify and 
support students experienc¬ 
ing emotional or mental 
health problems.” 

A separate school educa¬ 
tion programme, run by the 
Northamptonshire Mental 
Health Stigma Project Group 
and supported by NHS North¬ 
amptonshire, the county 
council and the Children and 
Adolescent Mental Health 
Partnership (CAMHs), has 
been created to help young 
people tackle mental health 
stigma. 

The scheme aims to edu¬ 
cate young people about 
mental health problems and 
the issues associated with 
them and inform them where 
to get help and support. 

Peter Harper, chairman 
of the CAMHs Partnership, 
said: “We need to end the 
stigma attached to those with 
mental health needs, to set 
an example by talking about 
the issue openly and candid¬ 
ly and ensure everyone can 
access the support and infor¬ 
mation they need.” 

The Stigma Project will be 
trialled at Thomas Becket 
Catholic School, Northamp¬ 
ton School for Girls and Ab- 
beyfield School. 

If the scheme proves a suc¬ 
cess, it will be go county-wide 
in early 2012.

Review promised 
after accident on 
climbing frame

THE headteacher of a 
Northampton primary 
school has promised a full 
review will be held after a 
nine-year-old boy fell off a 
climbing frame in the play¬ 
ground and broke his arm. 

Reece Webster, who attends 
Blackthorn Primary School, in 
Waingrove, Northampton, fell 
off the equipment during play¬ 
time on September 16 and broke 
his arm in two places. 

The headteacher at the school, 
Debonair Sherman, has said a 
full review of the accident will 
now be carried out and added 
that staff and pupils at the school 
wished Reece a speedy recovery. 

She said: “We were all very dis¬ 
tressed by the incident. 

“It’s very upsetting to staff and 
children alike when one of our 
school community is injured. 

“Our first aiders tended to 
Reece and looked after him until 
the ambulance arrived, at which 
point he was taken to hospital.” 

She added: “We know his class 
mates are looking forward to hav¬ 
ing Reece back when he is better 
and we all wish him a speedy re¬ 
covery. 

“In the meantime we will be 
carrying out a full review of the 
incident.” 

But Reece’s concerned parents, 


Kerry and Rodney Webster, who 
live in Blackthorn, have called for 
the climbing frame to be removed 
from the school playground. 

Mrs Webster, said: “We want 
the school to get rid of it. 

“I’m worried about Reece go¬ 
ing on it again and getting hurt 
and also about other children. 

“It could happen to any of 
them. 

“For Reece to get such a serious 
injury from this explains why we 
are so worried. 

“It’s better to be safe than sorry 
and get rid of it.” 


Reece’s father added that his 
son had been in pain since suf¬ 
fering the injury and backed his 
wife’s calls for the school to take 
the frame down. 

He said: “One of the breaks is 
so severe Reece has had to have 
it wired and if that doesn’t work 
it will have to be pinned or plated 
in the future. 

“He has been having check-ups 
since he suffered the injury to see 
how it is healing because it’s so 
serious. 

“I think the climbing frame 
should be taken down.”

A SHOP security guard, 
a white van man and 
Northampton's "Su- 
pergran" are among six 
have-a-go heroes to be 
handed bravery awards 
for their part in thwart¬ 
ing a gang of armed 
robbers. 

Ann Timson, aged 71, was 
presented with her second 
award of the week at North¬ 
ampton Crown Court on Fri¬ 
day for her heroic actions to 
stop a gang of violent rob¬ 
bers armed with sledgeham¬ 
mers smashing their way 
into Michael Jones Jeweller, 
in Gold Street. Earlier this 
week she picked up a Pride 
of Britain award. 

Alongside Mrs Timson, 
five other people who each 
helped to foil the smash and 
grab by chasing or wrestling 
members of the gang to the 
floor were also honoured for 
their bravery. 

Ben Jacobson, the free¬ 
lance cameraman who was 
filming outside All Saints 
Church and whose footage 
helped convict the gang, was 
recognised alongside Ashley 
Rowley, a sports therapist 
from Abington, who helped 


to detain one of the gang be¬ 
fore police arrived. 

Genjtan Bulija, a security 
guard at Debenhams, in The 
Drapery, ran to the scene hav¬ 
ing heard about the robbery 
on his radio and also helped 
to wrestle one of the robbers 
to the ground and keep him 
pinned until police arrived. 

Tony Franks, another 
passer-by who was in Gold 
Street at the time of the rob¬ 
bery, was also honoured, 
along with David Edwards, a 
van driver who swerved his 
vehicle across members 
of the gang as they tried to 
flee the crime scene on mo- 
peds. 

Before presenting the 
awards, Penelope Escombe, 
the High Sheriff of North¬ 
amptonshire, said all six 
recipients had acted in a “re¬ 
ally heroic way”. 

She said: “I do congratu¬ 
late you all on receiving these 
awards which are not often 
given, because it is not often 
that the public act in such a 
noble way as you all did. 

“I am filled with admira¬ 
tion for quick reactions and 
the way in which you each, 
with no thought for your 
own safety, acted in a really 


heroic way 

“By acting in such a public 
spirited way you all helped to 
build the prosecution’s case 


against the defendants thus 
securing their conviction. I 
know that the police and the 
Crown Prosecution Service 


are very grateful to you all 
for your actions, as am I, so 
it gives me great pleasure to 
make these awards.” 


THE crown court judge who 
jailed a bungling gang of 
criminals for a failed heist 
in Northampton has praised 
the courage of the bystanders 
who helped foil the attempted 
smash and grab. 

In May, Judge Charles Wide 
QC sentenced the London 
gang who attempted the raid 
on Michael Jones Jeweller, in 
Gold Street, to more than 26 
years in prison. 

Having asked the police to 
prepare a list of the names 
of the brave people who took 
on the gang, he oversaw a cer¬ 
emony on Friday to present 
six of them with High Sher¬ 
iff awards at Northampton 
Crown Court. 

He said: “I know that the 
action of Mrs Timson has 
received very wide publicity, 
not least on YouTube, and 
that others have already spo¬ 
ken very highly of what she 
did. But I wanted to add my 
thanks to her, and apprecia¬ 
tion for the extraordinarily 
brave way in which she took 
on these young men who 
were, so far as she could see, 
armed with sledgehammers, 
their identities concealed be¬ 
hind helmets, determined to 
smash their way into this jew¬ 
ellers. No praise is too high 
for the action that she took. 

“It is very important to 
mark bravery and the sense 
of public duty that was shown 
by others who, once Mrs Tim¬ 
son intervened, joined in and 
helped her, and so helped the 
police and therefore helped 
the public.”

to plans 


PLANNING officials 
from Northampton 
Borough Council say 
no objection should be 
raised to latest plans to 
build more than 1,000 
houses on the edge of 
Northampton. 

In July, councillors turned 
down plans to build 1,050 
houses in Buckton Fields 
close to Brampton Lane in 
Whitehills, Northampton. 

But just two months lat¬ 
er, developers The Ensign 
Group submitted new plans 
for the scheme. 

Now, planning experts at 
the Guildhall have said coun¬ 
cillors should raise no objec¬ 
tions to the latest plans when 
they consider them again on 
Tuesday, October 18. 

The news has angered 
campaigners against the de¬ 
velopment, who said they 
hope members of the coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee will 
oppose the recommendation. 

Whitehills and Spring 
Park Residents’ Association 
member, Angela Bartlett, 
said: “It’s disappointing that 
despite obvious concerns 
they’re still recommending 
that no objections should be 
raised. 

“Hopefully the planning 
committee will actually de¬ 


cide they’re not going to give 
it their backing when they 
meet. 

“It’s the same development 
they considered last time, so I 
would hope they would reach 
the same decision.” 

The borough council is 
only being consulted on the 
plans, as a final decision on 
whether they can actually go 
ahead will be made by mem¬ 
bers of Daventry District 
Council. 

Councillors in Daventry 
will make the decision be¬ 
cause, despite the Buckton 
Fields site being on the edge 
of Northampton, it is techni¬ 
cally classed as being in Dav¬ 
entry district. 

Daventry District Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee 
will decide if the develop¬ 
ment should be approved 
during a meeting in Daven¬ 
try on Thursday October 20, 
two days after their opposite 
numbers in Northampton 
consider the plans. 

A public meeting to dis¬ 
cuss the plans has also been 
organised by the Whitehills 
and Spring Park Residents’ 
Association. 

It will be held at the Pas¬ 
tures Community Centre in 
Welford Road, Kingsthorpe 
from 1.30pm until 4.30pm on 
Sunday, October 16.

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The former engineering factory opposite the Royal and Derngate theatres could be converted into a 
gallery to replace the Fishmarket 


Gallery could be 
opened in factory 


A DISUSED factory in the 
heart of Northampton 
could be turned into a new 
home for the Fishmarket 
gallery. 

Last month, the Chronicle & 
Echo revealed the gallery would 
close in March next year so the 
building could be demolished to 
make way for a new bus station. 

Now, Northampton Borough 
Council has revealed it is look¬ 
ing at the former Vulcan Works 
opposite the Derngate Theatre 
as a possible new home for the 
gallery. 


John Simpson, who is chief 
executive of the Northampton 
Arts Collective, which runs the 
Fishmarket, said he had been for 
a look around the empty factory 
in Guildhall Road and believed 
it would make a marvellous gal¬ 
lery. 

He said: “We’ve had a look and 
it’s got masses of potential. 

“It would retain our town cen¬ 
tre location and put us in an area 
of the town with really good 
links to the Royal & Derngate 
theatres and the Museum and 
Art Gallery. So I think it would 
really add to that cultural quar¬ 


ter if we could pull it off.” 

The former factory, which is 
believed to date back to 1877, was 
originally built as Henry Mobbs 
& Co’s Vulcan Works. The engi¬ 
neering firm made everything 
from parts for flour mills and 
steam engines to iron lasts for 
the shoe industry. 

Part of the building is now 
used by the Royal & Derngate 
as a props store, but the rest 
has been empty for about seven 
years. 

Mr Simpson said: “We’ve got 
a proven track record of taking 
over disused buildings, and this 
building is very 
light and airy, so it 
would lend itself 
very well to an 
arts space. 

“Ideally, we’d 
close the Fish¬ 
market then move 
right into the new 
building. But prac¬ 
tically speaking, 
that’s probably not 
going to happen, 
so there are some 
spaces we’re look¬ 
ing at using in the 
interim to make 
sure we keep our 
presence in the 
town.” 

Discussing the 
possible move to 
Guildhall Road, 
the authority’s 
cabinet member 
for regeneration, 
councillor Tim 
Hadland (Con, Old 
Duston) said: “It’s 
very early days 
and there’s still a 
lot of work to be 
done, but we’re 
very keen that 
the gallery should 
remain in the 
town.”

Concerns 
raised on 
future of 
china shop 



CONSERVATION experts have 
raised serious concerns about 
plans to convert the former 
Church's China building in the 
centre of Northampton into a su¬ 
permarket and restaurant. 

Plans to convert the building in St 
Giles Street were submitted to North¬ 
ampton Borough Council in June. 

They show the building would be split 
in two with a supermarket on one side, 
a restaurant on the other and five flats 
created above the shop. 

The developers said the scheme would 
have a positive effect on the area. 

But members of the Town Centre 
Conservation Area Advisory Committee 
have raised strong objections. 

In an email to the council, the conser¬ 
vation group’s chairman, Kate Servant, 
said: “The property is a large retail unit 
on a prominent site in an important re¬ 
tail street. 

“Such a site would be attractive to a 
large retail operation, which would en¬ 
hance and invigorate the quarter. 

“The proposal to significantly reduce 
the size of the retail area would effec¬ 
tively remove one of the few sites large 
enough to accommodate such a retailer, 
and reduce the range of retailers who 
may be interested in the site.” 

The council is due to make a decision 
on the development before the end of the 
year. 

After leaving St Giles Street, Church’s 
China is now based in the Ridings Ar¬ 
cade. 


Houses plan 
for car park 

A PLANNING application for permis¬ 
sion to build 15 houses in a former car 
park of the Mercedes-Benz high per¬ 
formance engine plant in Brixworth 
was set to be approved last night. 

Daventry District Council planning 
committee were due to discuss a pro¬ 
posal by Development Securities to 
build a mix of three-, four- and five- 
bedroom properties, near to Holcot 
Road. 

The planning application has at¬ 
tracted 30 letters of objection from 
local residents who expressed con¬ 
cerns about a further increase in the 
village population and possible traffic 
problems. 

Bob Chattaway, writing on behalf 
of Brixworth Residents Against New 
Estates (BRANE), said the land could 
be retained for commercial use to pro¬ 
vide more local employment opportu¬ 
nities. 

The letter states: “If no longer re¬ 
quired as a car park, it could be de¬ 
veloped further for this purpose thus 
helping Brixworth become, once 
again, a sustainable village as it used 
to be many, many years ago.” 

Officers have recommended the 
planning application for approval.

I T'S been the best part of two 
decades since Alexandre Dumas's 
legendary swordsmen declared, 
"All for one, one for all" on the big 
screen. 

British director Paul W S 
Anderson (Resident Evil, Death 
Race) turns to the 3D format for his 
old-fashioned reworking that relies 
heavily on sword play to keep our 
pulses racing. 

The cast members look fierce, 
duelling with their blades in 


slow-motion, and the body count is 
impressively high, albeit without 
a drop of spilt blood to ensure the 
family-friendly 12A classification. 

Screenwriters Alex Litvak and 
Andrew Davies resort to a glaring 
anachronism in their pursuit of big¬ 
ger, bolder thrills. 

Dirigibles soar over the skies of 
Europe more than 100 years before 
the French invented them providing 
Anderson’s film with its set-piece 
skirmishes in the air rather than on 



land or water. 

At least the leather diving dress 
used by Athos to creep up unseen 
on his adversaries in the Venetian 
canals harks from the right era. 

D’Artagnan (Logan Lerman) 
leaves behind his father (Dexter 
Fletcher) to seek his fortune in the 
court of young and inexperienced 
King Louis (Freddie Fox) and his 
bride Queen Anne (Juno Temple). 

En route, the young man crosses 
paths with Porthos (Ray Stevenson), 
Athos (Matthew Mac- 
fadyen) and Aramis (Luke 
Evans), who have been 
disbanded. 

“Bad mission, budget 
cuts ... take your pick,” 
quips Athos. 

D’Artagnan earns 
the Musketeers’ respect 


by challenging Rochefort (Mads 
Mikkelsen), the head of the guards, 
to a duel for daring to insult his 
beloved horse, Buttercup. 

With the help of M’Lady (Milla 
Jovovich), D’Artagnan and the Mus¬ 
keteers learn of a plot masterminded 
by Cardinal Richelieu (Christoph 
Waltz) to impugn the Duke of Buck¬ 
ingham (Orlando Bloom) by planting 
evidence to suggest that the noble¬ 
man has deflowered the Queen. 

With time running out before 
King Louis declares war against the 
British, the Musketeers and their 
new recruit declare, “All for one, 
one for all” and they hatch a plan 
of their own to foil Richelieu and 
restore the lustre of the Queen’s 
reputation. 

The Three Musketeers is a jolly 
romp, plying comedy, action and 


romance with a healthy dose of 
skulduggery and heaving bosoms. 

Lerman is a likeable hero in 
training, adept with his blade but 
woefully outclassed when it comes 
to wooing maidens. 

“In the battle of wits, you, sir, are 
unarmed,” giggles one maiden. 

Stevenson, Macfadyen and Evans 
stride manfully through each con¬ 
frontation while Jovovich proves 
that anything the boys can do she 
can do better, sliding over and be¬ 
neath booby-traps or somersaulting 
over razor-sharp wires. 

James Corden is earthy comic 
relief as the Musketeers’ long-suf¬ 
fering manservant Planchet. 

The 3D is largely redundant but 
will doubtless be employed in an 
intended sequel, set up teasingly by 
the cliff-hanger coda.

ROADTEST: Mercedes-Benz SLS Roadster 



REVIEW BY MATT KIMBERLEY 


S OME people say German cars 
have no passion or emotion, but 
they’ve clearly never met this 
beast. 

The Mercedes SLS AMG Roadster is 
the soft-top version of the SLS AMG 
Coupe, which you might know better 
as the safety car at Formula 1 races. 

It was a big decision for Mercedes to 
make a convertible SLS, because it au¬ 
tomatically had to lose the Coupe’s star 
feature; ‘gullwing’ doors that hinge at 
the top, like on the iconic 1950s Mer¬ 
cedes 300 SL, or the DeLorean in Back 
To The Future. 

Open-top driving has an allure all of 
its own, though. 

One of the key reasons convertibles 
make such involving sports cars is that 
you can hear the engine and exhaust so 
clearly, and this engine really needs to 
be on your list of things to experience. 

Forget swimming with dolphins - 
this is the kind of thing that stays with 
you, especially when the thunderous 
clamour coming from the exhaust is 
bouncing straight back off walls and 
cliffs into your heart as you climb your 
way into the French Alps. 

The noise is like nothing else. It’s a 
sensory atom bomb that shoots down 
every nerve in your body and makes 
you wonder why you ever spent any of 
your time doing anything other than 
charging up and down the Roadster’s 
gears. 

It’s also quite lively, stepping ever so 
slightly sideways on exiting a corner 
under power before digging in and 
firing itself off down the road with the 
kind of shocking intensity only super¬ 
cars can deliver. It’s a truly intoxicat¬ 
ing car to drive. 

It’s not all passion, though; there’s 
a bit of fiddling to be done before the 
SLS Roadster can be unleashed. At 
one end of the automatic gearbox’s 
four settings there’s Comfort, 
for quieter driving 
and generally 
respectful 


able, the speed of the gear changes and 
the ferocity with which they’re made, 
along with a fair degree of popping 
and banging from the exhaust by the 
time you get to Manual. The suspen¬ 
sion also has three settings, from high¬ 
est comfort to most aggressive. 

It’s a car that’s quite sensitive to 
driving styles. There’s noticeable later¬ 
al weight transfer which can make the 
car feel cumbersome in fast left-right- 
left turns, for example, and it gener¬ 
ally responds best to a ‘slow in, fast 
out’ style of driving rather than trying 
to achieve maximum corner speed. 

The Manual gearbox mode gives the 
driver the most control, but not quite 
enough. 

A flick of the right-hand paddle on 
the advice of the gear shift lights won’t 
change up a gear before the engine hits 
its rev limiter. 

The system isn’t as quick or intuitive 
as some, but like with the need to tai¬ 
lor your driving style, it’s the kind of 
flaw that makes the car that bit more 
appealing because you have to bond 
with it to get the best from it. 

It’s not such good news inside the 
cabin. The leather trim is lovely and 
the seats are just right for a continent¬ 
crossing sports car, but the everyday 
items are disappointing. 

Most of the switchgear is taken 
straight from Mercedes cars much 
lower down the range. Even the key 
could be from an A-Class, and potential 
SLS owners might object to the interi¬ 
or’s lack of a ‘special’ feeling. 

On the outside, the available matt 
finishes such as Arctic White are 
stunning and really 
do stand out.

a car wash, because 
you’ll ruin it. 

If for some other rea¬ 
son you need to put the roof up (like 
you live in Britain and it’s raining), 
it takes just 11 seconds at speeds up 
to 30mph, and is as quiet as a church 
mouse. It uses special materials and a 
glass rear window to keep wind noise 
to a minimum. 

The SLS Roadster will sell on its 
looks alone. You can bet a number 
of cheques will have been signed on 
the day it was unveiled at this year’s 
Frankfurt Motor Show. 

But it’s not just a stunning design; 
it’s got buckets of character and as 
much safety technology as Mercedes 
actually knows about. 

That means it loses some of the 
sense of danger that some supercars 
possess, but the SLS offers passion and 
astonishment at every turn while never 
feeling lethal. It’s a remarkable piece

CHRIS ASHTON says he can't 
wait to get back playing for 
Saints following England's 'em¬ 
barrassing' exit from the World 
Cup. 

The flying winger was left gutted by 
the Red Rose’s 19-12 quarter-final defeat 
at the hands of France, and branded 
the World Cup campaign under Martin 
Johnson as ‘unacceptable’. 

Ashton arrived back in the UK along 
with Saints club-mates Ben Foden, 
Courtney Lawes, Dylan Hartley and Tom 
Wood this week, and he admitted that 
returning to duty for his club is the only 
way he is going to get the disappoint¬ 
ment of New Zealand out of his system. 

“What happened on Saturday was 
shocking, absolutely shocking. I’m 
just embarrassed,” said Ashton, who 


remains the joint leading try-scorer at 
the World Cup after dotting down six 
times in all. 

“I feel like we’ve let people down 
- we’ve let the whole country down. I just 
don’t know how to explain it. 

“We’ve been together for about four 
months now and everyone worked so 
hard to get ready for this World Cup, but 
what we’ve done out here has not been 
good enough. 

“It has not been acceptable at all. 

“We had little periods when we looked 
good, but that was against the lower- 
ranked teams where you get those op¬ 
portunities. 

“We had some food and a drink to¬ 
gether in the hotel on Saturday night but 
it was just depressing, knowing that we 
would soon be packing up to go home. 

“I’ll be back training at Northampton 


later this week and I can’t wait. 

“I just want to play again, to get this 
out of my system.” 

But the Elite Player Squad arrange¬ 
ment means Ashton may have to wait 
to take the field again for Saints, and 
for the next few days the former Wigan 
rugby league ace admits he will be 
pondering just what went wrong in New 
Zealand. 

Speaking to the Daily Mail, Ashton 
said: “During Saturday’s game, I didn’t 
think France were very good, but we 
were worse. 

“I don’t know how that is possible. 

“We conceded two soft tries and let 
them get a big lead. To go 16-0 down in a 
World Cup quarter-final is just ridicu¬ 
lous. 

“We were never really going to come 
back from that.”

Cobblers hit 
by Bayo 
injury blow 


THE Cobblers have been 
hit by the news that Ade¬ 
bayo Akinfenwa is facing 
a spell out with a frac¬ 
tured jaw. 

But the injury the influ¬ 
ential striker picked up 
the injury during Satur¬ 
day’s 1-0 defeat to Crawley 
is not deemed as serious 
as was initially feared, 
and will only sideline him 
for around a fortnight. 

Captain John Johnson 
also sustained an inju¬ 
ry in the contest but he 
trained yesterday and it 
will not keep him out of 
first-team action. 

Akinfenwa, though, is 
facing a spell on the side¬ 
lines, which will be a sig¬ 
nificant blow to manager 
Gary Johnson and leave 
him with a set of strikers 
who have scored just one 
goal between them this 
season. 

“It’s disappointing but 
it could have been a lot 
worse,” he said. “Nor¬ 
mally with a broken jaw 
you’re looking at about 
six weeks out, but this 
should be much less than 
that. He cracked a couple 
of teeth and they went 
into his bone. We needed 
to wait and see how it 
settled down and it’s not 
looking too bad so we’re 
looking at two weeks. 


“He was brave when he 
went into the challenge 
and to play on with it. 
From here it will be two 
weeks of non-contact 
training, which for him 
could be quite difficult, 
and then he should be 
fine.” 

Johnson has ruled out 
the option of recalling 
Tadhg Purcell from his 
loan at Darlington to bol¬ 
ster his attacking options 
but confirmed he has 
thought about a short¬ 
term replacement for Ak¬ 
infenwa. 

“I’ve got a couple of op¬ 
tions and I’ve been think¬ 
ing about those players 
in case we had a problem 
with Bayo,” he said. “But 
at the moment it’s up to 
everyone else to rally 
around and make sure we 
don’t feel sorry for our¬ 
selves because we’ve lost 
him. We have got a few 
players who can come in 
and play there and it’s up 
to them to step up a little 
bit now.” 

One such player who 
could do a job up front 
is Nick McKoy, who is 
available for selection at 
Port Vale on Friday after 
serving his four-match 
suspension. Kick-off at 
Vale Park on Friday is 
7.45pm 


Lamb renef at win 


RYAN LAMB says it was vital 
Saints got back to winning 
ways to lift the pressure off 
the club's returning World 
Cup stars. 

Lamb orchestrated Saints’ 33-3 
Aviva Premiership win over Exeter 
on Saturday and the club can now 
welcome back its eight players from 
the World Cup. 

It is a double boost for the club

“As long as can kick on from 
here, and don’t disappoint them 
too much, I’m sure they’ll stick with 
us.” 

And New Zealand lock Mark So¬ 
renson agrees the victory is a huge 
boost for the Saints squad. 


“We have been working hard to 
put it out on the field, so here’s 
hoping it will continue,” said Soren¬ 
son. 

“We have got to work hard to main¬ 
tain the standards. 

“It creates a better environ¬ 
ment for all the players that have 
got to come back, and hopefully 
they come back and are excited to 
get back involved with it all 
now. 

“We had to work really hard for
